Tigers in tailspin

The Elba Tigers, saw their 
football fortunes go from bad to 
worse Friday night as they trav- 
eled to Columbia and absorbed 
a 43-6 beating at the hands of 
the Houston County Lions. 

The loss dropped Elba's 
record to 0-5, 0-3 in region play, 
while Houston County upped its 
record to 5-0 with the win and 
moved to 3-0 in region action, 

Houston County got on the
